."PLUG" TOBACCO. 


An 0!i Firmtr'i, Story of How th« 
; 
Nam* Originated. 


In the jury room at the courthouse a 


few days ago an old time farmer said 
ag he took a chew of tobacco: 


."All the difference in the world In 


tobacco. 
I've tried twenty different 


kinds, and none is as good as that we 
used to mnke ourselves down on the 
farm. 
We would take a maple log 


while 'twas green and bore a dozen 
holes lu It with a ttvo Inch auger. 
They were our molds. We selected our 
choicest tobacco aud soaked It for a 
week or more in wild honey. 
Then 


we'd take tlie leaf to the log, get a 
good hickory tamping stick and go to 
work. 


"A little ball of the honey soaked to- 


bacco would be put iu the auger hole 
and tamped In with the stick aud a 
hammer. We'd pound It lu solid. Ball 
after hall would .-be rnmined In'and 
pounded until Ihe whole became a sol- 
id plug! '• When the hole was nearly 
full, we would pound In the plug, and 
theu-tlielog would be put away to sea- 
son. As the wood dried the moisture 
would be' drawn 
from the tobacco. 


And when It was split the sweetest 
tobacco ever made was taken from It. 
Wo called it 'pins' tobacco, and1 that's 
where tlie name originated."—Kansas 
City Star.

The crop of Amerlcuu heroti* for ISXXi 


was a bumper one. 
Kegini.in^ with 


the Life Saving Service, a writer In the 
World's Work gives some figures which 
stir one's faith In hum-in nature to an 
agreeable thrill of admiration. 


During the twelve months ending 


June 30. IOOG, 8(to vessels Hew tbe tlg- 
nal uf distress within sight of our 
coasts. Thut Is one disaster for every 
day of Ihe yenr. 


Of 4,OS9 pcr.-ous whose lives were 


thin jeopardized, by shipwreck aud lire, 
In summer gales and winter bllzzurds, 
all but 27 were cured by the service. 
Kurlheimure, 420 smaller craft 
were 


aided, containing 93-5 IHTSOIIB, only ten 
of whom were tost. 


During the year 190C nine members 


of tho New 
York fire Department 


were killed and 150 Injured. Fortunate- 
ly not all the heroes of the departmutit 
were Killed or injured, as these Ugures 
do not cover the quettiou. 


From the beginning of (he operation 


of the Carnegie Hero Fund, April 15, 
1904. to December 31, ItXX), Its agents 
have Investigated 1,424 cases that were 
reported tu it. Eliminating 542 cases 
iu which I IK) acl was performed as u 
duty, 2G9 casej iu which the act was 
performed before the f nil became op- 
erative aud 550 cartes that either were 
not within ihe scope of the fund or are 
still under investigation, the agents 
have passed upon 63 cases of undoubt- 
ed brilliant heroism. In every one of 
these 63 cases the agents got tlie testi- 
mony of eyewitnesses and sifted their 
evidence by means of the moet rigorous 
tests. 


These case* are distributed as follows: 


One each in Ofeorgia, Iowa, Kentucky, 
Michigan, South Carolina and Vir- 
ginia; two each in Couuecticut, llll- 
uotr', Indiana and Maine; three each 
iu Idaho and Maseachusell-; live each 
iu New Yurk and Wisconsin; eight 
each In New Jersey and Ohio; thirteen 
in Pennsylvania, two In Ontario, one 
in Quetieu and one in Saskatchewan. 


In 4(i cases tlie rescue was from 


drowning. Of the remaining 17 cases 
iwo were rescues from electrocution, 
unefroiu a flre(thecase of "One Eyed" 
Mike O'Brien of New York, who beat 
tbe lirenien into a burning tenement 
by crawling along a narrow cuping 
tliiee ttortes above the pavement and 
rescued a sick woman and her chil- 
dren), four from mine disasters, one 
from a rattlesnake bite, six from t-ufi'u- 
cation, two from trains and one from 
an explosion. Not all were successful 
in their attempts to rescue; aud in tome 
cases (he rescuer lost his own life in 
the effort.
